In thec athedral for over a century the 
dust of Chritopher Columbus has been 
removed from the niche, preparatory 
for shipment to Spain. 


They had laid in their late resting 


place since January 19, 1796,. when they 
were brought 
from Santo' Domingo, 


that island having 
been 
ceded 
to 


France by Spain. 


Since the date mentioned the remains 


had laid in open niche in the wall of 
the presbytery of the cathedral, a yard 
and a half above the ground, between 
a pillory supporting the main arch and 
the choir. 


In 1S92 there was placed in front of 


the niche a slab representing in relief 
a bust of the great admiral, and bear- 
ing this inscription in Spanish: "May 
the Remains and Image of the Great 
Columbus Lie a Thousand Centuries 
Preserved in This Urn and in the Re- 
membrance of Our Nation."

The Fourth Ohio May Come 


Home from Porto Rico. 


Columbus Journal Claims to Have 


Information to That Effect. 


Colonel Coit Has Made an Application 


to the War Department to Mus- 


ter Out His Regiment. 


The Columbus Journal this morn- 


in°- says that it has reliable informa- 
tion that the Fourth Ohio will, in all 
probability, be sent home from Porto 
Rico in a very short time. 
The 


Journal says that so ; positive is this 
informatio'n that it can almost assure 
the friends and relatives of the brave 
boys of the gallant Fourth that they 
will be back in Columbus within a 
month. It will certainly be so unless 
something occurs within the next 
week or ten days to call for the im- 
mediate services of the Fourth in 
Porto Eico. 


During the civil war there were 


frequent instances when it was neces- 
sary to send troops home to recuper. 
ate, and there is little doubt that the 
Fourth Ohio would be better for the 
adoption of a similar course by the 
war department authorities. It is 
known that President McKinley has 
been interested in the welfare of the 
regiment, and if it can be spared 
will be glad to have it furloughed. 
Letters received from reliable mem- 
oers of the regiment indicate that 
much sickness and a great deal of 
homesickness prevail. The boys have 
seen hard service and are not in a 
condition to do justice to themselves 
if continued in the service in Porto 
Eico. 


The Journal also publishes a re- 


quest from Col. Coit to the Adjutant 
General asking that the regiment be 
mustered out of the service, as one- 
third of the command are students 
wiiC'-desire to enter college. 
He says 


the command has no desire to evade 
any service. 


Commenting on the Fourth being 


retained in Porto Eico, the Journal 
says: 


"For a time they did not com plain, 


but when their ranks commenced to 
thin by the disease that prevailed 
they saw their strength was gone,, 
and in case they were cnlled on for 
duty they knew they would not be 
able to perform it, and so asked to 
come home for self-protection. 
The 


Fourth has a record for braviry and 
good soldierly qualities that is not to 
be-sullied by a defeat whon^they are 
not to blame. They say, therefore, 
that rather than face a certain defeat 
if they should be called upon they 
will come home and recuperate and 
then be sent back into the" field when 
the need shall be."
